“Everyone looks at their 
mum and thinks there’s 
nobody like them in the 
world but our mother was 
unique,” said her daughter, 
Louise Maisonneuve, who 
now lives in Calgary, 
Canada. 

“One morning about 50 
years ago she went out 
early, dressed up and she 
went to take her Hackney 
carriage driving licence and 
she then drove taxis from 
Wolverhampton train sta¬ 
tion.” 

Spotted 

Eva, most recently living 
in Upper Gornal, Dudley, 
who had developed chronic 
lung disease, died on May 17 
at the home of her youngest 
daughter, Joan Elwell, aged 
59, in Woodsetton, Dudley. 

Her funeral was held on 
Wednesday at St Chad’s 
Church, Sedgley, followed by 
cremation at Gornal Wood. 

Originally from Fishguard 
in Pembrokeshire, her first 
marriage, to Frank Meese, 
ended in divorce. 

After five years driving 
taxis she spotted a vegetable 
shop in Blackpool and set 
her mind to turning it into a 
cafe, which she ran for 15

years. She then returned to 
the Midlands and during the 
1970s, she ran a pub which 
was then called The Cow¬ 
shed, now the Shrewsbury 
Arms, in Wolverhampton 
Street, Dudley, by which 
time she had married Hun¬ 
garian Olympic wrestler Ist- 
van Kiss, who died in 1989. 

After several years at the 
pub she ran a stall on Dud¬ 
ley Market, later expanding 
into an indoor stall and then 
opened a shop, called Eve’s 
in Sedgley.

RETAIL guru Mary Portas is being invited to 
visit Dudley as council chiefs vowed to bring 
more shoppers and businesses to the town 
centre despite losing out on funding to help

Council , Shaukat Ali, also 
revealed the authority was 
reviewing its bid to become a 
Portas Pilot town to help 
boost its chances of success 
in the next round of bidding 
later this summer. 

Councillor Ali said he 
would be writing to Local 
Government Minister Grant 
Shapps and Mary Portas to 
invite them to see first hand 
some of the council’s plans 
for Dudley town centre. 

Specialist stalls selling 
goods would have lined the 
high street if the town had 
scooped £100,000 in Govern¬ 
ment cash to become one of 
12 Portas Pilots. 

Wolverhampton was 
chosen last week to benefit 
from Ms Portas’s ideas to 
revitalise the High Street. 

Dudley Council also had 
plans to provide shop units 
for young entrepreneurs, 
and ploughing money into 
existing firms. 

It also wanted to carry out 
a survey to find out what 
shoppers wanted. 

Councillor Ali, who is also 
cabinet member for regener¬ 
ation, said: “We are very dis¬ 
appointed we have not been 
| successful as we felt that we 


had demonstrated to gov¬ 
ernment the added value 
that being a Portas Pilot 
would bring to our ongoing 
regeneration plans in 
Dudley town centre. 

“However, this is not the 
end and we are still very 
much committed to working 
with local businesses and 
other stakeholders to im¬ 
prove trade and investment 
opportunities in Dudley 
town centre and across the 
borough.” 

“We are determined to do 
the best for the town centre 
and the whole of the Dudley 
borough. I’ll be asking Mary 
Portas to come to Dudley 
and work with us on ways of 
bringing in more businesses 
and shoppers to Dudley.” 

Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin said: “Dudley has 
been hard hit by the reces¬ 
sion and faced big challenges 
before that, but I’m afraid 
the government isn’t doing 
us many favours. 

“They’ve turned this 
down, snubbed our city 
status bid and failed to 
include a single Dudley 
school in the new building 
programme.”

VANDALS have been smashing windows and causing a nuisance at a 
grade II listed windmill in Dudley. Police are stepping up patrols at 
Ruiton Mill in Upper Gornal and a CCTV camera is due to be installed. 
Chairman of the Ruiton Mill Trust, Councillor Ken Finch, said it was 
costing hundreds of pounds to replace the broken windows. 


Police changes 
delay for talks 

PLANS that would see private companies 
run some West Midlands Police departments 
have been delayed to allow for further public 
consultation. 

The force is considering £1.5 billion pro¬ 
posals that would see some of its functions, 
such as guarding crime scenes and retriev¬ 
ing CCTV footage, run by private compa¬ 
nies. 

It was thought formal plans would be out¬ 
lined at a meeting last week meaning the 
preferred bidders could also be revealed. 

But instead West Midlands Police Author¬ 
ity decided a revised timetable would be 
introduced to allow for further time to 
consult interested parties. The revised 
timetable means consultation will now take 
place until July at least. 

The meeting took place as more than 30 
people waved banners outside West Mid¬ 
lands Police’s Lloyd House headquarters in 
protest against the plans. A petition of 2,500 
objectors was also handed to the authority 
prior to the meeting. 

Chief Constable Chris Sims insisted the 
changes were not just about money but also 
the “know-how that comes with it”. 
Responding to suggestions the force had not 
been open enough, he said “we have until 
now being dealing with abstract issues”. 


Problems escalated in the past two 
months and windows which had already 
been replaced once, have now been 
damaged again. 

The mill in Vale Street has beds for 14 and 
is used by Scouts for sleepovers and hosts 
trips by foreign exchange students. 

“They have been climbing over the gate 
into the courtyard and breaking windows 
and throwing rubbish around,” said Coun¬ 
cillor Finch. 

“We have been in touch with police and 
they are going to start using the mill some 
of their meetings. 

“We hope the presence of a police car 
outside will help to deter anyone who wants 
to cause a nuisance. We are also going to 
have a CCTV camera installed. 

“The problem is when the windows are 
broken we have to pay to replace them and 
it’s not any easy job because it is a listed 
building. “We also have to be very careful 
with our funds as the only money we will 
have coming in is from the groups that use 
the mill.” 

He added: “It is a wonderful building. 
The people causing the damage probably 
don’t know how great it is inside. It’s a real 
shame this keeps happening.” 

The mill, built from Gornal sandstone, 
had four sails but these were destroyed and 
were too expensive to replace. In 2008 it was 
refurbished at a cost of £40,000. Work 
included a new courtyard and kitchen. 

The mill is behind a row of houses off the 
main street and is home to Scout groups, 
Dudley Caving Club and groups including 
astronomers and abseilers. 


Tree pruning called vandalism

He said one tree was 
already dead from pruning 
carried out in previous 
years and another was 
barely alive. 

The 75-year-old avid 
gardener said: “I am con¬ 
cerned the other trees will 
go the same way after this 
work was carried out. 

Dudley Councillor Judy 
Foster said: “The council 
employs expert tree pro¬ 
fessionals in order to carry 
out work, and ensure the 
highest possible quality of 
care for borough trees.”

AS A keen fan of Formula 1,1 am able to answer the ques¬ 
tion asked by G Griffiths about why Lewis Hamilton was 
excluded from qualifying at the recent Spanish Grand Prix. 

As G Griffiths pointed out, the qualifying session is split 
into three segments, and many wondered why Lewis simply 
wasn’t excluded from the third and final segment of the 
session, which would have resulted in him starting 11th on 
the grid instead of last. 

The answer is contained in article 6.6.2 of the Formula 1 
Technical Regulations, which state if a fuel sample is 
required after a practice or qualifying session, then the car 
must be driven back to the pits under its own power. The 
qualifying session is seen simply as one session - it is split 
into three segments, but it is one session. As Lewis couldn’t 
drive his car back to the pits at the end of the session then 
he was excluded from the entire session, rather than from 
just one segment of the session. Many people may agree 
with G Griffiths, but the rules are there for all drivers.

A RECESSION-HIT roofer from 
Dudley has been locked up after 
turning to growing cannibis to try 
and pay off his debts. 

Andrew Phillips transformed the spare 
bedroom of his home in Tiverton Close, 
Kingswinford, into a cannabis farm. 

The grandfather was harvesting the first 
£6,600 crop when police raided the property 
on December 6, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Five plants were still being grown while 
11 others had just been picked with the help 
of his friend Rikky Bullock, aged 52, Mr 
David Lees, prosecuting, said. Police also 
discovered 22 wraps of cocaine and £1,160. 

Mr Tim Talbot-Webb, defending Phillips, 
46, said: “There was little or no work 
around for him, debts were running up and 
he decided to make some money growing 
cannabis.” 

Phillips needed help to harvest the 
cannabis and paid £100 to Bullock who was 
on bail at the time after a fatal accident 
involving his motorcycle. He received a 32- 
month jail sentence in March for causing 
death by dangerous driving. 

Miss Amanda Tomkins, for Bullock, said 
he needed money after starting to smoke 
cannabis as he tried to cope with the worry 
of the road crash. 

Phillips admitted possession of cocaine 
with intent to supply and producing 
cannabis. He was jailed for a total of two 
years and 10 months. 

Bullock, of Marley Road, Kingswinford, 
pleaded guilty to cannabis production and 
was sent to prison for three months.

Switching back to the 
Crabtree factory story 


WHEN the Queen opens her 
copy of The Crabtree Story 
she will see photos of when 
she visited 50 years ago. 

Her Majesty was the first person to 
be sent a copy of the book that chroni¬ 
cles the history of the Walsall factory 
which, at its height, employed around 
3,000 workers. 

The company made light switches 
and was started in 1919 by John Ash¬ 
worth Crabtree. It moved from the old 
leather works in Rushall Street to 
larger premises, called the Lincoln 
works, and steadily grew to become one 
of Walsall’s largest employers. 

The Lincoln site closed in 1996 and a 
group was formed called the Crabtree 
Society. Their aim was to keep the 
memories from the factory alive. 

Among the main authors of The 
Crabtree Story were Allan Preston, 66, 
and Roy Spencer, 72, who joined the 
company as apprentices. 

Allan says: “John Crabtree was an 
amazing person - not only was he a 
skilled business man, engineer and 
designer but he was a wonderful artist 
as well. The company meant so much

to the people of Walsall and in the 
1980s they had around 3,000 employ¬ 
ees. 

“We decided to write a book. It has 
taken us 10 years to put it all together.” 

Hotel 

Today (Thursday, May 24) the Crab¬ 
tree Society is holding a book launch at 
the Lyndon House Hotel, which used to 
be the old leather works where the 
business first began. It is hoped that 
former employees, relatives and other 
interested parties will go along to the 
hotel from 4pm onwards to look at the 
pictures, video footage and memora¬ 
bilia from the factory. 

In 1919 John Crabtree started his 
search for suitable premises in Birm¬ 
ingham but Walsall become attractive 
due to a need for work in the town. 
Within 12 months the company was 
employing around 100 staff producing 
the Crabtree Quick Make and Break 


light switch at the former leather 
works of John Leckie & Co. 

By 1923 the works in Rushall Street 
were so overcrowded it was necessary 
to rent a music hall and disused church 
in the town. Roy says: “Those early 
days were hard and a diary of one of the 
workers, Cyril Summerton, told us 
how John Crabtree bought six packets 
of candles and a bag of scrap hexagon 
nuts to be used as candle holders so 
workers could see in the bad light. 
However, in 1920 he treated the staff to 
a fish and chip supper with bottles of 
Guinness. 

In 1923 John Crabtree found a 
seven-acre green field site in Dark 
Lane, less than one mile from the 
Rushall Street factory. The factory was 
named Lincoln Works after the Ameri¬ 
can president Abraham Lincoln, who 
Crabtree admired. 

The company had been family 
owned, but in 1972 it was taken over by 
Eveready and its shares were sold. The 
present owners are Siemens, and Crab¬ 
tree is still a brand within the company. 

Proceeds from the sale of the book 
will go to the Electrical and Electronics 
Industries Benevolent Association.

A LONG-ESTABLISHED theatre group that 
faced an uncertain future over its prop 
storage unit being demolished has been 
saved by a local business. 

Dudley Little Theatre, created in 1947, appealed for help 
to find new premises before the end of May. It is using a site 
in Pelham Street, Wolverhampton, but it is being knocked 
down as part of a new housing development. 

Now the owners of Anchor Self Storage have offered a 
unit at a reduced rent. The group was looking for some¬ 
where within easy access of Netherton Arts Centre, where 
its performances are held, and member John Lucock says 
the new site will be “perfect”. 

Storage manager Scott Millington came forward after the 
theatre group’s plight was reported earlier this month. 

Important 

The theatre company has been given one of the biggest 
units on the site for the same rent it paid in Wolverhampton. 
The firm has hundreds of units in Netherton, just yards 
from the arts centre. 

Mr Millington said: “I read the article and I hated the 
thought of them being left with nowhere to keep their props. 
This isn’t a financial thing for us. The theatre group is really 
important for the community and we wanted to help them. ” 

The furniture was originally kept next to the arts centre 
in the old police station - but that was demolished as part of 
the Netherton Regeneration Scheme. 

Mr Lucock said: “We would have been really struggling, 
so we are so grateful to Anchor Self Storage.”

Strictly for the over-50s 


A CRACKDOWN led by police in 
the Black Country has halved 
metal thefts across the West Mid¬ 
lands since the start of the year. 

Dedicated teams, uniformed patrols, 
DNA property marking and tighter checks 
on traders have been credited with the 52 
per cent drop in metal thefts. 

It has been most marked in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Dudley, Sandwell and Walsall. 

The drop bucks the national trend high¬ 
lighted in figures from the Association of 
British Insurers that suggest around 1,000 
offences a week are reported in the UK with 
numbers doubling over the past five years. 

A total of 1,062 metal thefts were 
recorded in the West Midlands between the 
start of the year and March 30 compared to 
2,222 over the same period 12 months ago. 

Among the schemes introduced to try to 
further reduce the number of thefts in 
Dudley is a pilot project where scrap metal 
sellers have to provide fingerprints. 

The borough became the first place in the 
country where scrap dealers have been pro¬ 
vided with record books and ink pads. Signs 
have been installed at scrapyards letting 
people know that if they want to sell metal 
they will be asked for their fingerprints. 

Supt Angie Whitaker, head of Operation 
Steel in the West Midlands, said: “Metal 
theft ranges from bits of lead taken from 
peoples’ windows to large-scale organised 
crime involving big business, railways, 
power supplies and phone cables.” 

Recorded offences in Sandwell have 
plunged by 55.4 per cent since spring last 
year.

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Internet 
warning 
given to 
councils 

COUNCILS in the region 
have failed to draw up plans 
to spend £500,000 to provide 
superfast broadband inter¬ 
net connections. 

It has prompted a warning 
from Culture and Media Sec¬ 
retary Jeremy Hunt. 

Sandwell, Dudley, Walsall 
and Wolverhampton are 
among 25 per cent of local 
authorities nationally not to 
have finalised their plans. 

Neighbouring Stafford¬ 
shire has sorted out its own 
plans to pay for the most up- 
to-date technology to be 
installed in streets and rural 
areas. 

Risk 

The Government has allo¬ 
cated money from a £530 
million fund to each author¬ 
ity to help provide 90 per 
cent of homes and busi¬ 
nesses with access to super- 
fast broadband. 

Mr Hunt said: “Residents 
and businesses in the Black 
Country risk being left in 
the broadband slow lane 
unless councils sort out their 
broadband plans.” 

Speaking on behalf of the 
region’s authorities, Coun¬ 
cillor Steve Eling, said: “If 
the government is dissatis¬ 
fied with the commercial 
operators, they should raise 
concerns with the industry 
regulator. 

“To expect taxpayers to 
stump up hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds when 
budgets for local services 
have been slashed in order to 
give that money to highly 
profitable commercial com¬ 
panies is a gross misuse of 
public money.” 


Spuds you like - how the 
potato became superfood

IT’S THE kind of sight that 
would have low-carb 
dieters like Madonna, Jen¬ 
nifer Anniston and Gerri 
Halliwell watering at the 
mouth. 

At Claire Collier’s farm in 
Staffordshire she can practically 
climb up the mountain of potatoes 
she keeps in her shed. 

Until now spuds have come 
under attack as they are at the top 
of the high-carbohydrate and high 
glycemic index list. 

But now researchers have said 
that potatoes are a ‘wonder food’ 
packed full of vitamins, minerals 
and nutrients. 

Deliver 

Claire, 30, who grew up on the 
farm in Ingestre, near Stafford, 
grows around 200 acres of potatoes 
with her brother Mark and parents 
Andrew and Pauline. 

“Potatoes are a staple of the 
British diet and it is great to hear 
they are the latest superfood,” says 
Claire, who is married to farmer 
Peter Pratt and has two children - 
Isabelle, aged three, and Toby, one. 

“We deliver our potatoes locally 
to schools, pubs and nursing 
homes, but at the moment the 
market is fairly flat. 

“This year most farmers have 
had a good yield and potatoes are 
coming in from the continent, 
which means we are left with a 
surplus in England.” 

A study was recently completed 
by independent nutritionist Sigrid 
Gibson on behalf of the Potato 
Council. They have produced a 


mobile phone app, which compares 
how good potatoes are with the tra¬ 
ditional superfoods. 

According to the research spuds 
are actually better for the body 
than traditional superfoods - such 
as bananas, broccoli, beetroot, 
nuts and avocado. 

The researchers analysed the 
food intake of 876 children and 948 
adults, and said people are wrong 
to shun potatoes in favour of 
modern and more expensive alter¬ 
natives. 

Claire says: “We are hoping the 
market will pick up this summer 
especially with the Olympics as 
more people will be coming to 
England, which will hopefully 
produce an increase in demand.” 

The new research also found 


that the potato contains more of 
the mineral selenium than the 
average child gets from all the 
seeds and nuts they consume. 

Last year a separate study dis¬ 
covered that eating spuds twice a 
day can lower blood pressure - and 
contrary to popular perceptions it 
won’t make you put on weight. 

Scaled 

At Gailey Fruit Farm, near 
Penkridge, Ian and Helen Fortes¬ 
cue used to produce potatoes for 
McCain, who are the main supplier 
to McDonalds. 

Now they have scaled back pro¬ 
duction to just two acres, which 
gives them just enough to sell in 
their farm shop. 

“It became too difficult to 
produce potatoes for the food 


industry as the price they agreed to 
pay us went steadily down until it 
didn’t become viable for us,” says 
Ian, 52. 

“We have decided to miss out the 
middle man and get the produce 
straight to the customer.” 

Ian says he plants potatoes every 
week from February to ensure a 
constant supply of fresh potatoes. 

Potatoes are one of the most 
popular items in their shop and 
they don’t deserve the bad press 
they receive. 

“It is the process that people put 
potatoes through which makes 
them unhealthy,” he says. 

“Instead of buying a bag of pota¬ 
toes people are getting frozen chips 
and oven-ready baking potatoes. 

“The biggest consumers now of 


potatoes are the Chinese and the 
developing world as they are fairly 
easy to grow.” 

Potato production in developed 
countries like England has 
declined by around one per cent 
per year over the past 20 years, 
while output in developing coun¬ 
tries, particularly China and India, 
has expanded at an average rate of 
five per cent per year. 

Ian says: “For developing coun¬ 
tries potatoes are perfect as you 
can get a yield of 25 tonnes per 
acre, but can only get a tenth of 
that in rice so it is a good food 
source for them. 

“With people watching their 
money in the UK maybe they 
should start switching back to the 
humble potato.”

HOUSE of Commons Speaker John Bercow 
came to Stourbridge to commemorate 
Second World War MI6 agent Frank Foley. 

Mr Bercow was at Old Swinford Hospital 
School to give the annual Frank Foley 
lecture. The MP used the occasion to high¬ 
light the importance of speaking out 
against racism and extremism. 

The visit was organised by Dudley North 
MP Ian Austin and saw the Speaker unveil 
a bus in honour of Mr Foley, who worked as 
an MI6 agent in Berlin from 1920 to 1939. 

He used his position as a passport officer 
to help hundreds of Jews escape Nazi 
Germany by giving them papers to leave. 

Following the war Foley lived in Stour¬ 
bridge until his death in 1958. 

After the lecture Mr Bercow went to 
name a National Express West Midlands 
bus after Frank Foley. 

In his lecture Mr Bercow called the 
decline in voter turnout at elections the 


“quiet crisis of UK electoral participation” 
and said polling day should become a bank 
holiday to get more people to vote 

He made the comments in front of an 
audience of school pupils and dignitaries 
and said the 32 per cent turnout in the local 
elections on May 3 was the lowest since 
2000 . 

He said: “The introduction of the Fixed 
Term Parliament bill, now Act, does create 
an opportunity. We now know that the next 
General Election is due to take place on 
May 7 2015. 

Swap 

“We also know that we always have two 
public holidays in the month of May every 
year. Why not swap one of them over so that 
the General Election date itself is a public 
holiday and a celebration of democracy? 

“This would involve no additional cost to 
business or anyone else.”

Hope for freight line 

TRANSPORT chiefs said they remain hopeful the Walsall to 
Stourbridge freight rail line will reopen in a £100 million 
scheme. Network Rail is in the process of carrying out a full 
review of rail capacity demand of freight. 

Bosses at Centro believe this review will support the case 
for reopening the line. Resignalling work is taking place in 
Walsall, which has seen activity taking place close to the M6 
at Bescot junction. 

Centro spokesman Steve Swingler said: “The work is part 
of a Network Rail project to re-signal the Walsall area. The 
project involves laying a short stretch of track to create a 
loop for freight trains to run around the northern junction 
of the old Walsall to Stourbridge line. 

“The loop will give freight trains coming into the Mid¬ 
lands on existing lines much easier access to the Chase Line 
heading north.” He added: “Reopening the Walsall/Stour¬ 
bridge freight line is a key element of our rail strategy and 
we are working closely with rail industry partners and the 
Governmnet on ways to fund the estimated £100 million 
cost. Network Rail is also in the process of carrying out a 
study into the demand of freight.”

Back to school - for lessons on thrills and skills of hill dimhing 


IT DOESN’T get the hype of 
Formula One, but there’s a 
superb motorsport venue in the 
West Midlands where you don’t 
have to get the thrills second¬ 
hand. 

Speed hill climbing is one of the oldest 
forms of motorsport, dating back to 1886, 
and at entry level at least is among the most 
accessible - it doesn’t have to break the 
bank to have a go. 

In fact, barely modified road-going cars 
can compete on the testing 1,470m course 
at Loton Park, near Shrewsbury. You can 
even have a lot of fun (and learn something 
about both you and your car) in a diesel 
economy hatchback with just 75bhp on tap 
and skiddy low rolling resistance tyres, as I 
did when I spent a day at the Hagley & Dis¬ 
trict Light Car Club’s driving school. 

Other pupils’ cars ranged from a Porsche 
911 to a well-used Peugeot estate and from 
a classic MG Midget to a brand new ‘kit 
car’. The drivers included club members 
refining their skills on the Loton Park hill, 
those putting themselves well along the 
road to their first competition licence, or 



simply drivers who want to put themselves 
or their cars through their paces away from 
the dangers of public roads. 

Another positive of hill climbing for the 
novice or the nervous is you don’t have to 
worry about anyone else: unlike circuit 
track days you’re on your own, and not sur¬ 
rounded by other drivers of unknown abili¬ 
ties or temperament. 

One of the beauties of the driving school 
is that you don’t need a high performance, 
high cost beast: much of the challenge on 
the 12-foot wide track with hardly a 
straight bit of road is learning to properly 
control the car into, through and out of 
corners. 

You learn how to get all your braking and 
gearchanging done before you start to turn 
into the corner; to be smooth through the 
bend and then when and how best to accel¬ 
erate to the next twisty bit. 

The driving school begins with a short 
classroom session and then you walk the 
course, with instructors helping you to

analyse the corners with the help of cones 
to mark turning in points, the apex of each 
corner and its exit point. After half a dozen 
runs, the cones disappear but your new 
found skills don’t, as you’ve hopefully 
gained an understanding of the need and 
techniques of this precise style of driving. 


This isn’t a competitive day - the runs 
aren’t timed - but you will know yourself 
how, once your technique has improved, 
you can carry more speed through the 
corners. 

That means, no matter what the car, 
higher speeds on the straighter bits and a 


faster finish. It’s very satisfying, too, when 
you know you’ve got it right. 

The club is holding two more driving 
schools this year, at a cost of £175 per driver, 
on July 11 and August 8.

Give your bike an overhaul if it’s been laid up 


Big push to get more 
people out on bikes 


SHARE the fun of cycling with 
a saddle-shy friend this 
summer as part of the 
Summer of Cycling cam¬ 
paign. 

It’s encouraging everyone with an 
interest in cycling to introduce just one 
friend, neighbour, colleague or family 
member to cycling. 

But if you’re dusting down a bike 
that’s been in the shed all winter, or are 
returning to cycling after a break, the 
chances are both your knowledge and 
your bike could do with an MOT. 

Inflate your tyres to the right pres¬ 
sure, adjust the saddle to the right 
height for you, and make sure the gears 
and brakes work properly. You’ve got 
the right saddle height when you’re 
sitting on the saddle and touching the 
ground with the balls of both feet. 

More technically, your leg should be 
almost fully extended when the pedal 
is at the bottom of its rotation. 

If you haven’t used your bike for a

while get it serviced to make sure it s 
safe. If you’re new to cycling or haven’t 
done it for years, it’s worth getting a 
session with a cycle trainer or a more 
experienced cyclist. 

This will help confidence and under¬ 
standing of riding in traffic. 

Cycling is very different to driving 
and you may want to practise your 
route. Cycle guides, smartphone appli¬ 
cations, and websites can help with 
route planning, and will normally offer 
more cycle-friendly routes. 

Make sure you are seen. Wear some¬ 
thing bright or hi-viz and always use 
front and rear lights if it’s dawn, dusk, 
dark or foggy. Take your lights with 
you just in case you end up cycling back 
at night. It is also worth taking a small 


tool kit with you. A spare pump and 
inner tube, as well as Allen keys to 
adjust the saddle and handlebars, will 
cover you for most eventualities. Prac¬ 
tising using them beforehand is advis¬ 
able, especially if you cycle alone. 

They’re not mandatory, but wearing 
a helmet is a good idea. Looking at the 
dents in my helmet from a couple of 
minor falls, I’m glad I’ve had it on. 

The most important thing to 
remember when cycling on the road is 
that other road users are often not 
looking for you. 

Ride to be seen by positioning your¬ 
self slightly away from the kerb, where 
drivers would be looking for other vehi¬ 
cles. 

To help drivers stay safe and enjoy 
their driving this summer, the IAM has 
a new website, drivingadvice.org.uk, 
with traffic updates, weather fore¬ 
casts, and driving tips, including 
driving abroad, cycling, coping with 
Olympic congestion, and loading the 
car for a long journey.

RANGNICK TOP OF

RALF RANGNICK has moved into pole posi¬ 
tion in the race to manage Albion. 

The 53-year-old German has emerged as the leading 
contender to replace Roy Hodgson. 

The position developed as Claudio Ranieri sealed his 
move to Monaco and the Baggies made fresh contact with 
Rangnick. Albion’s interest in former frontrunner Chris 
Hughton was understood to have cooled, although the 
former Newcastle boss was still thought to be in the frame.
